Students Shake It Up at 
Seaside Neighborhood School 


Two particular students at Seaside 
Neighborhood Schools were singled 
out for “shaking things up”...in a 
good way.

Gulf Coast Go Plans to Ease Parking, 
Traffic Woes in Walton and Okaloosa 


In an effort to solve the traffic and 
parking issues on the Emerald Coast, 
Walton County locals Steve Burnett 
and Curtis Spagnola are launching 
Gulf Coast Go, a fleet of double decker 
buses and smaller trolleys that will 
travel along Highway 98 between 
Okaloosa Island and South Walton 
and along Scenic 30A. The official 
launch date will be during Spring 
Break of 2018. 


In 2016, South Walton and Okaloosa 
counties were visited by over seven 
million people. The opportunity 
for visitors to take advantage of 
what both destinations have to 
offer has been hindered by a lack 
of transportation options. With 
the influx of this many people, the 
need for a viable transportation 
alternative is critical. Gulf Coast Go 


is here to help resolve this ongoing 
and frustrating problem. 


Gulf Coast Go is a “hop on, hop off” 
transportation fleet that will connect 
South Walton visitors with the many 
attractions and _ businesses _ that 
Destin and Miramar Beach have to 
offer. And Destin tourists will now 
have the opportunity to enjoy a bit of 
the unique lifestyle that is found in 
South Walton. Double decker buses 
will be used along Highway 98, and 
trolleys along Scenic 30A. 


The ultimate goal is to offer more 
variety to tourists and garner repeated 
travelers to Destin and South Walton 
while helping alleviate an_ ever- 
growing traffic problem. There isn’t 
a travel option like this available for 
locals or tourists in South Walton or 


Destin, and it’s likely to reduce the 
number of vehicles traveling between 
these destinations. 


Gulf Coast Go will also help with the 
ever-increasing parking issues in 
Destin and South Walton. The service 
will allow tourists to gain access 
to attractions, restaurants, retail 
and activities without the struggle 
of parking. Gulf Coast Go believes 
parking concerns will be alleviated 
and traffic patterns will be influenced 
on 98 and 30A. 


Initial routes will have multiple stops 
from 30A to Okaloosa Island. Gulf 
Coast Go will also have the capability 
to book local activities for riders, such 
as dolphin tours, paddleboarding, 
fishing charters, parasailing, 
watercraft rentals, water parks and 
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more. Over 30 vendors are already 
on board. Riders can purchase one, 
three, five or seven-day bus passes 
and hop on or off any time. 


During the peak season, operating 
hours will be from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
weekdays and 6 am. to 1 am. 
weekends. Locals will be able to buy a 
Local Pass at a discounted rate to travel 
with ease whether for work or play. 


As part of the launch, Gulf Coast 
Go will provide FREE transportation 
during the 30A Songwriters Festival 
Jan. 12-15. Using the new trolleys, 
Gulf Coast Go will provide all-day 
transportation from the major venue, 
Grand Boulevard at Sandestin, and 
nightly transportation from venues 
along 30A.

Let’s Give Trump the TV Remote, 
Not the Nuclear Button

The leader of the free world spends four to eight 
hours a day glued to the television, and sucking 
down Diet Cokes. 


He’s not the only angry old man who acts like that. 
You've probably got a surly loner uncle who has a 
similar routine. 


During holiday visits you steer him to an empty 
room, plant him in front of the flat-screen and close 
the door, so the rest of the family can’t hear him 
screaming at CNN. 


We can afford to humor our crazy old uncles because 
they’re relatively harmless, even when they’re 
jacked up on caffeine. In our worst nightmares we 
wouldn’t picture any of them as the president of 
the United States, one beet-faced tantrum away 
from pushing the nuclear button. 


But America’s cranky old Uncle Donald is in the 
White House, where—according to recent, chillingly 
detailed accounts—mood-management requires 
the full-time attention of his jittery staff. 


Russia is the touchiest subject. 


Despite the tonnage of evidence that Vladimir 
Putin’s government aggressively interfered in the 
2016 elections, the Big Orange Trumpster won’t 
acknowledge it and doesn’t want to hear about 
it.

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Insiders familiar with the president’s daily 
intelligence briefings have told The Washington Post 
that classified information about Russian hacking 
and other covert activities is rarely delivered verbally 
to Trump for fear it will set off another rant. 


Consequently, the latest intel about Russia is 
usually included only in the written portion of the 
briefings, because it is well known that president 
isn’t a big reader. 


As disturbing and surreal as this situation might 
seem, there’s a comic element that practically 
defies satire. 


Imagine the literary challenge that faces CIA 
analysts tasked with presenting cold facts in a 
way that ensures the president won’t take notice of 
them. This is a specialized talent. 


Last year every U.S. intelligence agency concluded 
that Russian meddling in the election was real, 
widespread and well-orchestrated. Subsequent 
Congressional investigations—led by Republicans— 
have found the same thing. 


Not a single informed person in government except 
crazy old Uncle Donald believes Putin’s claim 
that Russia didn’t interfere, culminating with 
the WikiLeaks release of internal emails from the 
Democratic National Committee. 


Social media were also infiltrated to spread fake 
websites and blogs. 
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Facebook has admitted that more than 126 
million users were exposed to content produced 
and distributed by Russian operatives. The 
company says it traced more than 470 suspicious 
accounts and 3,000 advertisements to Russia- 
controlled sources between 2015 and this year. 


One operation, based in St. Petersburg, generated 
80,000 posts that reached the news feeds of about 
29 million people. 


Two months ago, Google admitted that Russian 
state-sponsored actors posted more than 1,100 
videos with 43 hours of content in a scheme to 
influence American voters on YouTube. 


And Twitter, Trump’s favorite social platform, 
recently revealed that Russian operatives 
controlled more than 2,700 accounts and 36,000 
automated bots that tweeted more than 1.4 
million times during the presidential campaign. 


Even more serious: In September, the Department 
of Homeland Security confirmed that Russian 
hackers attempted to breach voting data systems 
in 21 states, including swing states such as 
Florida, in advance of last fall’s elections. 


That revelation should alarm every American— 
whether you’re a Democrat, Republican or 
independent—yet it brought not a soda burp of 
protest from our denier-in-chief. 


We can only speculate about why Trump 
remains so infatuated with Putin, but we know 
he continually denounces the “Russia thing” as 
fake news meant to discredit his historic election 
victory. 


By promoting that spin, he slurs and demoralizes 
the entire U.S. intelligence community, whose 
somewhat important mission is to keep us safe 
from foreign threats. 


Trump has been slightly more cautious about 
bashing the special counsel investigating the 
campaign’s contacts with Russian officials. The 
president’s lawyers undoubtedly have pointed out 
the idiocy of provoking prosecutors while one’s 
own son and son-in-law are at risk of indictment, 
so for now Trump seems to be restraining himself. 


That won’t last. It never does. 


Trump’s minders can edit his daily briefings, but 
they can’t stop him from parking in front of the 
television for hours at a time. He always finds 
something that lights his fuse and, if we’re lucky, 
all that happens next is a seething tweet. 


That’s the difference between the president and 
your cranky old uncle who’s holed up in the back 
room, mainlining aspartame and Fox and Friends. 


The only button your cranky old uncle can press 
is on the remote control.

Chance to Drill Off Florida’s Coast 
Has Some Salivating

Donald Trump’s feverish war on the American 
wilderness compels us to celebrate an unexpected 
voice of conscience, rare as it might be. 


Last week, Rep. Carlos Curbelo of Miami and 11 
other House Republicans co-signed a letter asking 
Senate Majority Leader Mitch McConnell to remove 
from the tax-reform bill a provision that will allow 
oil drilling in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge. 


“For decades, Congress has voted to prohibit 
oil and gas development in the Refuge, with the 
overwhelming support of the American people,” 
the letter said. 


“Support for this protection remains strong today. 
After years of debate, the Arctic refuge stands 
as a symbol of our nation’s strong and enduring 
natural legacy.” 


To no one’s surprise, McConnell disregarded the 
plea of Curbelo and the others. 


The Senate version of the tax-reform bill includes 
a green light for Arctic drilling, which was inserted 
purely to win the support of Alaska Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski, a longtime advocate of oil and gas 
exploration on the fabled North Slope. 


Drilling has nothing to do with the tax-reform 
debate, but McConnell needed Murkowski’s vote 
for the bill to pass. 


Why would Curbelo, a congressman from South 
Florida, buck the GOP leadership over an 
environmental sellout in faraway Alaska? 


There’s always a possibility that, despite being 
a Republican in the year 2017, Curbelo truly 
believes the Arctic refuge is worth preserving. 


At the very least, he understands that coastal 
Florida could be the next battleground. 


In April, Trump signed an executive order with 
a goal to expand offshore oil drilling in both the 
Arctic and Atlantic oceans, and evaluate the 
feasibility of energy exploration in certain marine 
sanctuaries. 


The president’s review of leasing boundaries 
includes vast tracts in the eastern Gulf of Mexico 
that are currently protected. 


For decades drilling has been kept far offshore 
because of strong bipartisan opposition from many 
Florida lawmakers as well as business leaders, 
who dread the potentially devastating impact of oil 
spills on tourism and the marine industries. 


Gov. Rick Scott, who’s running for the Senate next 
year, is one office holder who has offered no lucid 
opinion on Trump’s drilling plans, which is all you 
need to know about his priorities. 


Scott’s future Democratic opponent, Sen. Bill 
Nelson, has been a perennial opponent of allowing 
oil rigs closer to the coastlines. 


As for the reliably evasive Sen. Marco Rubio, he’ll 
do whatever McConnell wants him to do. 


The administration says the Interior Department is 
studying other areas ahead of the Gulf, but don’t 
doubt for a moment that the energy companies are 
salivating over the chance to drill near Florida’s 
shores. 


Here’s what Jack Gerard, the CEO of the American 
Petroleum Institute, said after Trump’s executive 
order: “We must particularly look to and embrace 
the future development of domestic oil and natural 
gas in the Eastern Gulf of Mexico.” 


Ironically, only aweek after Trump’s announcement, 
the Florida Legislature was ratifying a plan to 
distribute $300 million in compensation funds 
for several counties in the Panhandle that got 
economically crushed by the BP spill. 


More than 200 million gallons of crude oil spewed 
into Gulf waters—a nightmare come true for 
beachside communities, and it didn’t suddenly end 
after the 87th day, when the broken well was more 
or less capped. 


Among the places where tourism took a hit were 
the Keys, part of Curbelo’s House district. While 
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Democrats have accused him of supporting the 
administration’s aggressive energy agenda, he has 
firmly opposed efforts to allow oil exploration any 
closer than the current 125-mile coastal limits in 
Florida. 


He also co-founded the Climate Solutions Caucus, 
which includes 30 other House Republicans who 
actually treat climate change as a reality. 


Given Florida’s catastrophic vulnerability to oil 
spills, it makes sense that Curbelo would be 
alarmed by his own party’s strategy of sneaking 
another fragile region—the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge—into the Senate tax package. The precedent 
should scare every tourist town along the Gulf and 
Eastern seaboards. 


If McConnell’s ploy survives the House-Senate 
conference committee, the drilling approval for the 
Alaskan refuge will appear in the final tax-overhaul 
bill. Then Curbelo gets to vote again, and hell have 
a hard choice to make. 
March with his party, or stand with his 
conscience.

These are heady times in Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. It’s the morning after a most 
improbable victory in the national 
championship football game. Alabama 
is not unfamiliar with these games. 
But this one was certainly different. 


A come-from-behind victory, led by 
a Hawaiian teenager who had never 
started in a collegiate football game, 
was something special. And the crowd 
went wild. 


But football is not the only special 
thing going on in Tuscaloosa. 


Just over 10 years ago, Dr. Robert 
Witt, the president of the university, 
sent the athletic director, Mal Moore, 
to Miami to lure Nick Saban away from 
the Miami Dolphins. He pointedly told 
Moore, “Do not come back here without 
Nick Saban on that airplane.” There is 
no way that Dr. Witt (or anyone else) 
could have known that Saban would 
be so outstandingly successful. 


That’s not all Dr. Witt did. He had 
already begun changing the nature of 
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Tuscaloosa 


the University of Alabama. A nationwide 
plan was started to lure students to 
the sleepy town of Tuscaloosa. 


They came. 


This year, 72 percent of the freshman 
class is from outside the state. More 
than 40 percent of the class scored 
higher than 30 on the ACT. In addition 
to the diversity and experience out- 
of-state students provide, they bring 
money. Out-of-state tuition is roughly 
three times in-state tuition. 


By contrast, states like Florida, 
Georgia and Tennessee (states with 
lotteries that supplement their 
universities) have student bodies with 
close to only 10 percent out-of-state 
students. 


Walt Maddox has been the mayor 
of Tuscaloosa for the last 12 years. 
A no-nonsense, forward thinking, 
charismatic 44-year-old, Maddox 
has overseen incredible growth and 
managed infrastructure changes 
to make Tuscaloosa a more livable, 
modern town. He provided real 
leadership after a devastating tornado 
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wrecked lives and large portions of 
the city. Maddox is hoping that his 
successes in Tuscaloosa help him 
to become governor of Alabama next 
year. 


Those three men—Dr. Witt, Coach 
Saban, and Mayor Maddox—were the 
right people in the right place at the 
right time. Tuscaloosa will forever be 
changed by their leadership.

And, of course, 
there is football...and all the other 
competitive sports (Alabama is about 
to have a great basketball program). 


Many of the diverse group of students 
in Tuscaloosa will graduate and 
decide to stay in Alabama.

They 
will take their experiences at the 
university with them. 


Without even trying, they will further 
the brand of the University of Alabama 
and the successes of the school and 
the town in which they became adults.

I have a bad habit of downloading 
Facebook on my phone whenever I 
need to look something up and then 
not uninstalling it when I’m finished.

On New Year’s Eve, I was lying in bed 
scrolling my feed, and 1 came across a 
sermon posted in a local publication 
by a pastor of a rather large church 
in our area. I’m not thrilled that the 
newspaper has become a platform 
for evangelical proselytizing, but I 
understand that they’re a private 
business and that they can do that. 


If ’m being honest, I really wanted to 
know what kind of sermon gets printed 
in a local newspaper. My curiosity of 
that, and my masochistic tendencies 
that emerge when consuming media 
on my phone, were all it took for me 
to click through to the article and find 
out.

using biblical context and citing 
scripture. Although these terms 
are clumsy metaphors to assign 
to morality, they can be useful in 
art and theater when people aren’t 
confusing fantasy for reality. What 
really got my attention was the fact 
that the writer wasn’t speaking 
metaphorically. 


He makes the claim that physical 
darkness serves the purpose to not 
only “cover evil but also oppress 
people.” It’s not too hard to imagine 
how quickly someone already 
accustomed to thinking loosely 
about these terms might embrace 
this train of thought. 


I’m careful to not be vituperative 
about anyone’s personal faith. I’m 
happy for anyone who’s inspired 
to be a more moral, considerate or 
empathetic person through doctrine, 
faith, personal relationship, or 
whatever they prefer to call it. I 
am, however, very concerned about 
doctrine that simplifies morality in 
such a way that’s easy to swallow, 
yet doesn’t offer an accurate 
representation of reality.

The same misconception was made 
about Africans in medieval European 
society, and then later in America, 
institutionalizing slavery and 
prevailing racism. Judeo-Christian art 
from the Middle Ages almost always 
depicted demons as dark-skinned 
humans with hooves and horns. This 
is no coincidence, either—the Roman 
Catholic Church viewed the darker 
skin of those from Africa to be a direct 
curse from God. 


Take it from Montesquieu, who wrote, 
“We cannot imagine the idea that God, 
who is a very wise being, has put a 
soul, especially a good soul, in an all- 
black body.” 


To be crystal clear, I’m _ not 
suggesting the pastor’s message 
had any intentional racist or hateful 
connotations, but his reasoning is 
shared historically by people who 


applied it to primitive racist worldviews 
in an intellectually dark time. 


Adults really should know that 
physical darkness and light have 
absolutely nothing to do with good or 
evil. 


Corruption asserts itself in broad 
daylight, and most folks don’t blink an 
eye. Evil hides best in plain sight and 
thrives in the light. Genuine charity 
and goodwill often occur in places 
where there are no witnesses—in the 
dark. 


However, as I have stated repeatedly, 
good and evil cannot be confined to 
such arbitrary terms. We live in a 
time when the value of truth is being 
drowned out by cognitive distortion, 
and it’s crucial that people view the 
moral landscape through a lens that’s 
not just black and white.

Jessica Young writes: 


Most of you know me as the owner 
of Asiago Catering and both Asiago 
Skillets. I was diagnosed with 
AML Leukemia this past January 
2017. I wasn’t given much hope at 
the local hospitals in Florida, so I 
decided I would go to MD Anderson 
in Houston, Texas. My father lives 
close by, so it just made sense. 


We arrived about 6 a.m. the first 
day, I had tests all day and was 
admitted that night. They put me 
on an FDA-approved aggressive 
chemo treatment called CLIA. My 
hair fell out, and I got very sick. 


After three months, they decided I 
needed to do a stem cell transplant 
ASAP. They found a perfect match 
for me, a 19-year-old male from 
overseas. I had my transplant on 
May 16, 2017. 


I was in the hospital for over 30 
days straight. Then I stayed in 
a medical apartment next to the 
hospital for another 60-plus days. 


The transplant was a success. My 
body accepted the donor cells, and 
I soon started to make my own 
blood and platelets again. And my 
blood type even changed to the 
donor’s type. I did and still do have 
minimal GVHD. The hospital did 
a bone marrow biopsy and found 
zero cancer in my body after the 
transplant. 


Unfortunately, when I came back to 
Texas the week before Thanksgiving 
for my six-month checkup, the bone 
marrow biopsy came back with 30 
percent cancer in the marrow. I am 
actually writing this from a hospital 
bed in MD Anderson waiting on 
blood and platelet transfusions. 


I will be admitted to start a clinical 
trial treatment plan, and once they 
are able to get the cancer back into 
remission, I will need to do another 
stem cell transplant. If you have a 
transplant with an active disease, 
and not in remission, the chances 
for relapse are great. The first 
one I did I had 21 percent active 
disease. This time, we will wait

until I am in remission before we do 
another transplant. 


I have told you all this to let 
everyone know how important this 
event is to me. I’ve had to wait hours 
upon hours for platelet transfusion 
because of shortages. I’ve seen 
other patients like myself that need 
a stem cell match for a transplant, 
but they haven’t found one yet. 


I was lucky. It’s hard enough going 
through all this, but then to hear 
“We can’t find you a match” makes 
me angry. That’s why I am asking, 
begging, pleading for people to 
register to be a donor with Be the 
Match. It’s just a cotton swab of your 
mouth to get you on the registry.

Shalimar

Shalimar, a small enclave between 
Fort Walton Beach and Eglin Air 
Force Base, is a sleepy residential 
area. It has a few restaurants and 
some retail, but not much else. So 
you can imagine my surprise when 
I found the Shalimar Library. It’s a 
quaint, independently funded library 
that runs on donated bric-a-brac, 
$15 annual memberships, and a 
whole lot of love. “Hidden gem” is an 
overused cliché, but in this instance, 
it absolutely fits. 


I discovered the Shalimar Library upon 
moving here in 2016. As a librarian 
who is also a military spouse, my first 
task when relocating—after getting 
the lights and water turned on—is 
to join the local library. Finding the 
Shalimar Library was a fantastic 
surprise. Back then, it occupied a 
tiny log cabin behind the Aegean 
restaurant just off Eglin Parkway, 
with a small thrift shop next door 
that helped fund library operations. 
Wandering into the cabin was like 
stepping back in time, with the wood 
paneling and nooks and crannies 
stuffed with books and magazines. 


In 2015, the property changed hands 
and their lease was not renewed, so 
the library had to find a new home. In 
January of 2017, it opened in a brand 
new building near the intersection 
of Eglin Parkway and Richbourg 
Avenue. “We went 21 years in the 
old location,” muses Dan Brown, 
current President of the Friends of 
the Shalimar Library. “Two years ago, 
we began searching for a new home 
and found this location. We’ve been

extremely fortunate with the people, 
the volunteers, the contractors, the 
timing—everything.” 


Finding the new site was even more 
special than anyone had anticipated, 
because one corner of the lot is the final 
resting place of Gus Tart. Born into 
slavery in 1840, Tart was from South 
Carolina, believed to have fought for

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the Union, and eventually made his 
way to the Florida Panhandle, dying 
in 1915. 


Brown explains that Tart was known 
as a local hunting and fishing 
expert. “And he was renowned in 
Pensacola as a fishing guide.” The 
Shalimar Library planned the site 
very carefully, wanting to “make sure 
he was recognized,” Brown says, and 
they succeeded nicely. The corner 
is fenced off, and a new headstone 
honors Tart’s memory. 


The library itself was designed by 
volunteer Allen Hemmer, who 
happens to be a retired architectural 
engineer. The new building houses 
the library in one of half and the thrift 
shop in the other. Hemmer explains, 
“I drew up plans based on different 
locations and went through five or six 
different layouts. What you see is all 
custom for here.” 


All the books, painstakingly hauled 
down Eglin Parkway in liquor boxes 
and plastic crates, now fit in one area, 
and there’s plenty of room to grow. 
Spacious and modern, the building is 
a perfect union of form and function. 
It is the same charming place, but 
with much more room. Most special

of all is the children’s area. Kids get 
their very own space with child-sized 
furniture and plenty of books. It’s 
bright, cheerful, and fun. 


And then there is the thrift shop, 
which Brown says “barely paid its 
way at the old place, but here it’s 
going well. Use of the thrift shop has 
gone up substantially.” It’s easy to see 
why. The old shop was tiny and hard 
to navigate. Now the whole place is 
bright and airy. From kids’ toys to golf 
clubs—and of course, used books— 
there are treasures for everyone. 


According to volunteer Anne Fowler, 
“Everything for sale is generously 
donated by the community. We 
appreciate all donations, although 
we can’t accept large items such as 
furniture.” 


When I ask Dodie Edwards, a 
volunteer since 2004, what items sell 
best, she promptly points at a nearby 
table and says, “The one-dollar table. 
That, and bric-a-brac.” Edwards is 
a retired teacher, and she laughs 
when asked how she got involved. 
“I’ve always liked going junking—yard 
sales, that kind of thing, so when a 
neighbor suggested this place, the 
rest was history.”

The Best Films of 2017

1. Call Me By Your Name. My favorite 
film of the year is a poetic rumination 
on how to process the mystery of 
love. It’s also as sensually juicy as a 
sun-ripened peach. Elio (the intense 
Timothee Chalamet) is a 17-year- 
old who becomes enamored of his 
professor-father’s older grad student, 
Oliver (the breezy Armie Hammer) 
who is living with the family for a few 
weeks in the summer to help with 
archaeological research. Director Luca 
Guadagnino’s compositional space 
is as brilliant as the summer Italian 
sun, highlighting the closeness/ 
separateness of Elio and Oliver (who 
symbolically share near inverse three- 
syllable names) as their relationship 
evolves. Make sure you stay through 
the closing credits for a devastating 
final shot.

2. The Shape of Water. Sally 
Hawkins gives the performance of the 
year as Elisa Esposito, a non-talking 
woman who shares so much feeling 
with just her eyes. Elisa finds love 
and understanding in the form of 
the captured Amphibian Man (Doug 
Jones—no relation), an “other” who 
represents systemically oppressed 
groups (like Octavia Spencer’s Zelda 
and Richard Jenkins’ gay neighbor, 
Giles) in this xenophobic, militaristic 
society of early 1960s.

3. Frantz. Another beautiful film 
by Francois Ozon, which, like his 
masterpiece In the House, wrestles 
with the notion of how narratives 
discover deeper truths. In 1919, a 
Frenchman named Adrien (Pierre 
Niney) comes to Germany to visit the 
grave of Frantz, whom he met during 
World War I. While there, he discovers 
Anna (Paula Beer), who had been 
engaged to Frantz before his untimely 
death. The two begin a friendship 
that comforts, while it complicates. 
Meanwhile, the town struggles with 
this “enemy” among them.

4. Dunkirk. A creatively unusual 
visual and aural (re)presentation of 
the evacuation of British soldiers off 
the French coast of Dunkirk during 
World War II by mostly ordinary 
British citizens. Christopher Nolan’s 
camera keeps us sutured closely with 
his protagonists, yet we are coolly kept 
from identifying too closely with them 
through the screenplay, which flashes 
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between four different time periods 
(from the point of view of soldiers, 
officers, airmen and civilian boatmen), 
and contains very little dialogue or 
backstory on any of them. Hans 
Zimmer’s score, which is founded on 
a ticking clock with slowly increasing 
tempo, adds to the constantly growing 
anxiety.

5. Lady Bird. A funny and poignant 
coming-of-age/end-of-the-nest 
comedy-drama from bittersweet 
writer-director Greta Gerwig. “Lady 
Bird” is the given name of Christine

wrestles with the notion of identity 
while attempting to navigate the 
whitewater waves of her senior year 
of high school, including performing 
in Sondheim’s Merrily We Roll Along 
(highs) and having discouraging 
experiences while dating a couple 
of boys (lows). Meanwhile, she tries 
to discern which is more valuable— 
popularity, friendship, or family? 
Saoirse Ronan as Lady Bird and 
Laurie Metcalf as her mother are both 
extraordinary in their roles.

6. A Ghost Story. A film unlike any 
you've ever seen before—we identify 
with a ghost in a sheet. Rather than 
being a horror film, however, it’s 
actually an artful meditation on love, 
grief, relationships, letting go and 
moving on, time, space, causality, 
and, ultimately, our place in the 
cosmos. It was shot in 1:1.33 aspect 
ratio, which evokes meaningful old 
home movies, forgotten memories 
you long to remember, or a nostalgia 
for the past. Be ready through— 
ghost time is different than our time. 
Sometimes time seems interminably 
slow (as when we watch one character 
languidly consume an entire pie in 
one shot), and other times it goes so 
quickly, it takes a moment for us to 
catch up.

8. Detroit. A film so_ troubling, 
violent, and topical that it will remain 
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with you for days. It depicts the 
night of July 25-26, 1967, during 
the 12th Street Riot in Detroit, where 
two white women and seven black 
men were beaten or murdered at the 
hands of a few sociopathic members 
of the Detroit Police Department and 
National Guard. This too-frequently 
occurring systemic problem of state- 
legitimized racial violence is not 
merely an aberration of the 1960s, 
but continues, unabated in our day 
(hence, the unwavering need for 
#blacklivesmatter).

9. I, Tonya. A funny, quirky, clever 
film that provides insight into the 
Tonya Harding story you never knew 
you wanted to know.

Margot Robbie 
is remarkable as Tonya, especially 
during an extended close-up where 
she weeps while applying ghoulish- 
looking blush to her face in an attempt 
to look pretty before an Olympic event.

It had been 42 years since I had 
been to New Orleans. In the interim, 
I graduated from college, moved 
to Virginia, started teaching, got 
married, and had two sons. Upon 
retirement, my husband and I moved 
back to Fort Walton Beach, along with 
my now-grown sons and 85-year-old 
mother. 


My husband is a native New Yorker 
and a lifelong Jets fan. When we saw 
that the Jets were playing the Saints 
in New Orleans, we planned a trip to 
see the game. My husband and oldest 
son had never been to New Orleans. 
We went with some good friends of 
ours who are huge Saints fans. 


We arrived in town on a Saturday in 
the early afternoon. New Orleans is so 
easy to get to from FWB—pretty much 
a straight shot on I-10. We checked 
into the Hyatt Regency New Orleans on 
Loyola Avenue, which is right by the 
Mercedes-Benz Superdome. We were 
all hungry and headed out for lunch. 
We tried the famous Willa Jean’s, first 
but it was over an hour wait. 


Instead, we went next door to Aglio’s 
Neighborhood Grill and Bar. They 
had a great selection of sandwiches. I 
had the Tina Marie on Cubano bread, 
which had a ton of roast beef inside. 
The others chose the Godfather 
with meatballs on a sesame hoagie 
roll and the Uncle BB Sammy filled 
with hot ham and cheese on a black 


brioche roll. We all raved about our 
sandwiches. 


From there we took a Lyft to Bourbon 
Street. We started out at the famous 
Pat O’Brien’s and then headed into 
The Funky Pirate Bar. It was small 
place but had great atmosphere. From 
there we stopped in at the Huge A.. 
Beer Bar where they serve beer in very 
large glasses shaped like a person’s 


backside. We ran into lots of Jets and 
Saints fans there. 


Along the way, we stopped at Willie’s 
Chicken Shack for a quick snack 
and then moved on to The Famous 
Door, established in 1934. There 
was a great band playing everything 
from Steppenwolf and Led Zeppelin to 
Journey. 


Everywhere you turn on Bourbon 
Street there are vendors selling items 
and street kids beating their five-gallon 
bucket drums. These kids look like they 
range in age from 8 to 14. Some played 
more than one bucket and had extra 
buckets for tips. A little research into 
these street kids found that this is a 
century-old tradition. Most of the kids 
are not homeless but in need of extra 
money for themselves or their families. 


On Sunday we enjoyed a breakfast 
buffet with our friends at the 8 Block 
Kitchen and Bar at the Hyatt. It had 
a continental breakfast as well as 
lunch specials. We then donned our 
Jets and Saints gear and headed over 
to the Superdome, a quick walk from 
the hotel. Our seats were up in the 
nosebleed section, but we had a good 
view of the game. Food is not cheap at 
the Superdome, but we didn’t expect 
it to be. The Saints defeated the Jets 
31-19. 


After the game we headed back to the 
hotel and stopped at Vitascope Hall, 


A Holiday Visit to the Big Easy 
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a sports bar located in the Hyatt. It’s 
named after the world’s first movie 
theater built in New Orleans in 1896. 
It has a high-tech entertainment 
system and over 55 flat-screen TVs, 
plus food and cocktail specials. We 
also ate dinner there. Most of the 
group had the fried shrimp po’boy 
which they all loved. I had the grilled 
12-ounce New York Strip with garlic 
mushrooms, caramelized onions, and 
mashed potatoes. It was delicious. 


On our way out of town Monday 
morning, we had to stop at the 
famous Café du Monde for beignets 
and coffee. Beignets were brought to 
Louisiana by the Acadians. These were 
fried fritters, sometimes filled with 
fruit. Today, the beignet is a square 
piece of dough, fried and covered with 
powdered sugar. 


The coffee is the Café du Monde 
Coffee and Chicory, developed by the 
French during their Civil War. Coffee 
was scarce during the war, and the 
Acadians found that chicory added 
body and flavor to the coffee. Both the 
beignets and the coffee were fabulous. 


As for the nickname “The Big Easy,” it 
came about due toa Louisiana reporter 
comparing the easygoing way of life in 
New Orleans to the hurried pace of life 
in New York City. Our weekend was 
jam-packed and anything but the Big 
Easy. Life stays pretty busy and active 
in New Orleans.

Frozen seafood is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood 1s sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper ts actually some other species. 57% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.

A Cozy Spot for Food and Wine in Shalimar 


Twisted Grape Café & Wine Bar sits 
in a small shopping center on a busy 
stretch of Eglin Pkwy. Outside, it’s 
clean and rather spare in appearance. 
Inside is a welcome contrast. It was a 
chill and drizzly day. I had to eat solo 
because lunch was my only option, 
and my wife and daughter (the Tiny 
Diner) were not available. Lucky for 
me, the menu is pretty much the same 
all day, except for a few evening-only 
entrees. The weather could have made 
for a dreary meal, minus my wife 
and TD, but I was reassured when I 
stepped into the restaurant. 


My first thought was that it looked 
like a tea salon. There are tables 
and chairs of all kinds, mixed and 
matched, cushioned loveseats and 
a comfy-looking armchair. The 
aquamarine walls are decorated with 
framed photos and prints, and there 
are sturdy cabinets and shelves. A 
bar runs along part of the left side 
of the dining area. It’s all warm and 
inviting. One of the staff invited me to 
sit wherever I liked, gave me a menu 
and left me to study. It was late in the 
lunch hour, but there were still a few 
lingering diners. A larger group (an 
arts board meeting) dropped in and 
were made comfortable at a long table. 


As the name _ indicates, Twisted 
Grape pairs food with wine (and 
beer). There are meat and cheese 
plates, salads, small plates, panini, 
and flatbreads, many inspired by 


the Italian or Mediterranean kitchen. 
Charcuterie, cheese, bread and fruit 
feature prominently, robust flavors 
and contrasting textures designed to 


accompany all that fermented juice. 
Since I was driving, I had to forego 
anything stronger than tea, but even 
if you aren’t indulging, you can still 
enjoy your meal. 


I started with an appetizer I had never 
tried before, a small plate of bacon jam 
with crackers. I’m not sure what goes 
into bacon jam (aside from bacon), but 
the warm, coarse-grained spread (or 
dip, if you prefer) manages to be salty, 
savory, sweet and tart all at once, a 
meat course with its own sauce. 


Other small plates and _ starters 
include pimento cheese, shrimp and 
crab parmesan dip, bruschetta, and 
bread with seasoned olive oil. There’s 
a customizable meat and cheese plate 
- prosciutto, pepperoni, soppressata, 
Black Forest ham, Genoa salami, 
chorizo, mozzarella, smoked gouda, 
cheddar, Manchego, goat cheese and 
Brie, in any combination you desire. 
There are mixed green or tomato 
salads with cheese and/or meats, 
chicken salad, and a daily soup. 


For my main course I chose something 
to dine in, and something to go for 
my wife. I ordered myself an Italian 
Stallion panini, which comes with a 
side salad. To go, I got a flatbread— 
Goats in Pajamas. 


My panini showed up on time. The 
Stallion features soppressata, Genoa 
salami, ham, blue cheese, lettuce, 
tomato and onion, served hot and 
melted. It packs a substantial, meaty 
punch (like its namesake), and the 
blue cheese adds a nice salty bite. The 
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salad, with vinaigrette, was dressed 
with shavings of parmesan. 


Other panini include apple, Brie and 
ham, caprese with tomato and basil, a 
bacon jam BLT, and chicken salad, all 
with salads on the side. 


Goats in Pajamas conjures up any 
number of images, but I was happy 
with what I saw and sampled it with 
my wife later in the day. The flatbread 
is covered with bacon, goat cheese, fig 
marmalade, and mixed greens, with 
a drizzle of balsamic vinegar. A little 
time in the oven pulls it all together— 
creamy, crunchy, sweet and tart, part 
sandwich, part pizza. 


Other flatbread options are Farmers 
Table (bacon and goat cheese), Twisted 
Grape (Manchego cheese), margherita 
(tomato, basil and mozzarella), 
pepperoni, four cheese, Twisted Pig 
(ham, gouda, mustard), and bratwurst 
(with sauerkraut). If you’re headed 
back to the fields after lunch, there’s 
a Ploughman’s Platter with apple and 
orange slices, cheddar, ham, bread, 
bacon jam, fig preserves, pickles and 
mustard. After 5 p.m. is a “Zingouda” 
burger, lasagna and a nightly special. 


The menu lists four desserts—goat 
cheese and local honey rolled in 
pecans, chocolate truffles, cheesecake 
and Moroccan cinnamon orange 
wheels. I got the latter to go. Basically, 
it’s sliced oranges dusted with 
cinnamon—tasty, although I guess I 
was expecting some kind of pastry. 
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Twisted Grape offers a list of wines to 
pair with food, wine-themed gifts, live 
music on weekends, and a calendar 
of events on its website. You needn’t 
wait for a rainy day.
